GRANITE CITY Board of 
Education members who speak 
publicly about school issues discuss- 
ed in executive session could be ask- 
ed to resign under an agreement 
among board members. 


But two board members question 
whether they are bound by such an, 
agreement. 


AT ISSUE is an item in a package 
of recommendations accepted by the 
school board on Aug. 5. 

‘The item was part of recommen-. 
dations drawn up by a_ board- 
sponsored citizens committee. The 
recommendations were designed to 
make ‘suggestions about how the 
board and then-superintendent Max 
Redmond could better cooperate in 
hiring practices and other matters 

Recommendation nine in the com- 
mittee report states: ‘*... Any Board 
member ... who, from this date for- 
ward, compromises the confiden- 
tiality of executive sessions of the 
board by making statements in 
public; or by discussing matters con. 
ducted in executive session with 
others, should immediately resign 
his or her post.”” 

ALL EXCEPT Dave Partney 
agreed to the recommendation. The 
overall committee document was 
signed by all board members. The 
document was -not put to a vote. 

Member Partney said he does not 
think any board members are bound 

by the agreement and he plans to 
speak out on issues. he considers 
important: 

“I'm going td say what I want to 

... if I think it's in the public in- 
If they don’t like it, they can 
” Partney said. 

‘The issue.came up last’ week dur- 
ing an executive session when ore 
member questioned Member Jolene 
Terrell about comments she made to 
the Press-Record/Journal regar- 
ding the selection process for an 
open board seat. 

The member criticized Terrell for 
making the comments and said Ter- 
rell had agreed to the clause and 
signed the document. 


“I AGREED to it but as to whether 
somebody wants to make an issue of 
it ... there are arguments both 
ways,” Terrell said, ‘ 

Terrell said she is unsure whether 
the agreement is binding: 


“I'd have to give it some thought 
as to whether it’s legally binding. 
Would I tell my _ fellow - board 
members to resign? I would not,” 
she said. 

Terrell said she agreed that some 
things must remain confidential 
questioned whether all t ‘gs 
discussed in executive se..1on 
should be considered confidential. 


THE PUBLIC NEEDS informa- 
tion, she said, ‘‘to make sure they 
are intelligently informed’’ on 
issues, such as ‘the selection of a 
board member. 

“We agreed as a board to these 
things. But I don’t feel we as a board 
should hide behind things in ex- 
ecutive sessions. 

“There is a lot of discussion going 
on that isn’t confidential,” she said.

In 
no time, a one-room log cabin was 
emblazoned on everything from 
sheet music to cider barrels, giving 
Harrison an image of humble, down- 
home origin. 

Clearly, the campaign had struck 
the public’s love of the ‘common 
touch” that threads through later 
presidencies of Lincoln, —haber- 
Harry Truman, peanut 
farmer Jimmy Carter and, surpris- 

ingly perhaps, Ronald Reagan, a 
man often photographed on 
horseback or splitting wood at his 
mountaintop ranch. 

Political historians consider the 
1840 contest ‘‘the first media cam- 
paign,”’ and for good reason. An out 
pouring of manufactured keepsakes 
made possible by the steam of the 
Industrial Revolution assured that 
each candidate would have a supply 
of snuff boxes, kerchiefs and 
ceramics for his supporters. 

‘The campaign broke other ground. 
The distribution across the nation of 
the likeness of Harrison on ribbons 
and other devices marked one of the 
first times voters could see how their 
candidate looked — no small matter 
then or now. 

In the 1830s and "40s, many items 
such as plates, spoons and pitchers 
were produced with women in mind. 
Though they were not enfranchised, 
women had considerable indirect 
and informal influence in ‘the 

itical process in those days. 

“Women,”’ Mayo said, ‘‘were con- 
sidered mothers of the Republic, and 
the objects were “associated with 
the Victorian cult of the home — a 
refuge, a place of sanctity. But the 
paradox was that these items were 
mass produced.” 

Campaigns, of course, are never 
all sweetness and baby-kissing

One sidelight about this situation 
is rather interesting. People in the 
U.S. have a little more skin cancer 
on the left side of the face than the 
British do. The British have a little 
more skin cancer on the right side of 
the face than Americans do. This is 
because of the-different positions of 
the steering wheel on autos in the 
two countries. 

People spend a little more time, 
statistically, with one side of their 
face exposed when they are driving. 
In America, it is the Teft side of the 
face that is exposed to sunlight, 
while in Britain, it is the right side of 
the face. This is a further confirma 
tion that sunlight is involved in the 
onset of skin cancer. 

The main cause of cancer of the 
skin is due to the ultra-violet portion 
of solor radiation.

There are two fundamental ways 
of bringing about protection. The 
first is to keep out of the sun. Also, 
wear clothing that coyers the arms 
sand back and a hat to keep the 
sunlight off your forehead, cheeks 
and ears. 

The second method of preventing 
solar damage is to use sun-block 
creams. A number 15 cream is the 
most effective. These- creams have 
ingredients that tend to absorb the 


ultra-violet radiation before it 
reaches the skin. 

Everyone should be alert for skin 
cancer. Inspection of the skin is a 
wise precaution. 

Examine every mole, spot, growth 
or irregularity on the skin carefully. 
Any persistent sore or discoloration 
is suspect ‘ 

These. should be examined by 
qualified medical personnel in order 
to ascertain their true character. 
Medical personnel familiar with 


skin cancer can quickly determine if 
it-is a mole or a wart, or something 
more sinister. Early detection is 
very important in keeping the 
damage to a minimum 

When skin cancer is found, the 
area of the skin must be surgically 
removed. Early detection limits the 
possibility of cancer penetrating into 
adjacent tissue, which would com- 
plicate the surgery. 

The possibility of the cancer 
spreading to other parts of the body 


is also held to a minimum when 
detection is early. Such migration of= 
the cancer could prove to be fatal 

Everyone should try to hold ex=: 
posure to sunlight to an absolute 
minimum, especially in the teenage 
years. Teenage exposure seems to 
be associated with skin cancer more-, 

than solar exposure at other periods 

in life.

Chance, the largest welfare-to-work 
program in the nation: It,has placed 
new emphasis on education and job 
skills training, and the program has 
formed new partnerships with 
private firms, which work with the 
Department of Public Aid to match 
welfare recipients with job openings 
in those businesses. 

The ACIR, an independent agency 
established by Congress, is assisting 
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Many on welfare getting jobs 


the White House in a comprehensive 
study of low-income assistance pro- 
grams. The Chicago session was one 
of six ACIR hearings where state 
and ‘local officials dnd public in- 
terest groups are being asked to 
migke recommendations. 

“In Illinois, we’ve made great 
strides to impreve our approach to 
welfare,” Thompson:said. “We want 
to see that families get a chance for 
a future with a paycheck, not. a 
welfare check. 

* “To reach this goal, states need 
ftexibility to administer welfare pro- 
grams.
